Senate erases 
tax benefits 
for oil giant

WASHINGTON - The Senate’s 
tax-overhaul plan, widely hailed as a 
model of fairness and equal treat- 
ment. was amended lor the first 
time Friday to eliminate one of Its 
dozens of provisions tliat would 
grant $5.5 billion worth of benefits to 
special interests. 

Senators accepted an amendment 
by Sen. Howard Metzenbaym. D- 
Ohio, wiping out a special break for' 
Union Oil Co. of California, known as 
Unocal, Some of the bill's most ar- 
dent backers, including Sen. Bob 
Packwood, R-Orc., the legislation’s 
manager, Joined to pass the amend- 
ment by a GG-30 vote, Indicating It 
posed no threat to the bill. 

The measure was supported In 
good part because the money that 
would tx! denied Unocal would be us- 
ed to provide a special benefit for 
farmers. Under the amendment, 
farmers could continue to use In- 
come averaging, even though the bill 
would deny that lax-saving device to 
other Americans. 

"At this stage wo are past the ma- 
jor amendments," Packwood told 
reporters after the vote. He defend- 
ed inclusion of the special breaks in 
the bill on grounds "you made 
whatever arrangements you thought 
were Justified for the good of the 
bill.” 

He said he has yet to see any 
significant amendment that he could 
accept. Packwood and other spon- 
sors of the bill had succeeded In 
fighting off every change In Uie 
measure until Metzenbaum 
spotlighted some of the special- 
interest provisions. After succeeding 
In killing the Unocal benefit, he said 


he would ask the Senate to eliminate 
some more next week. 

“If the bill is Uttered with special 
protections for those rich and power- 
fijl enough to have access to other 
decision-makers — no matter Uie 
relative merits of their case — then 
the cause of equity and fairness is 
the loser and the avefage taxpayer 
is the loser,” Metzenbaum said. 

He took his first shot at Unocal. In 
effect, the provision killed by his 
amendment would have allowed the 
company to forgo paying up to $50 
million of federal taxes because of a 
S-1.4-bll!ion debt incurred In fighting 
off a takeover attempt. 

"Tills Is a brand new, fresh-off- 
the-shelf loophole," Metzenbaum 
protested. 

Sons. Pete Wilson. R-Callf., and 
Alan Cranston. D-Callf., defended 
the break as necessary to protect 
21.000 Jobs in the Ixis Angeles area. 

Another part of the bill would 
benefit only Cimarron Coal Co., 
allowing that company, which is not 
incorporated, to keep a preferential 
lax rate for capital gains. Another 
would provide refunds totaling $136 
million to people who lost a suit 
against the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice that dated back to a 1958 ruling. 

Looking to final passage ol the 
massive tax plan by the middle of 
next week, the Senate rejected. 51- 
-}-}. an amendment that would have 
allowed a partial deduction for 
charitable contributions made by 
people who do not itemize their 
deduction.s. 

The deduction for non.-ilemizers is 
due to expire at the end of the year 
and the bill, wrlUen by the Senate - 
Finance CommittL'c, would not re- 
tain It.

Symms carried tax provision 
to save Union Oil $50 million

DENVER — Twenty-two, anll-abortlon protesters 
were arrested outside a Planned Parenthood clinic Fri- 
day as the National Organization for Women and the 
National Right To Life Committee met blocks apart 
with diametrically opposed agendas, 

A few anti-abortion demonstrators picketed NOW's 
meeting and one activist vowed to close an abortion, 
clinic in nearby Boulder, which said it had hired armed 
guards lor the weekend. 

Leaders of both groups have urged their members to 
avoid confrontations, and dozens of extra police officers' 
were on duty to head off any clashes between the com- 
peting groups. 

The arrests Friday came outside the Rocky Mountain 
Planned Parenthood- clinic, where 50 people demon- 
strated. Twenty of them were arrested for investigation 
of disturbance and trespassing, but were later released 
without being charged, said police Sgt. George 
Masclotro. Two people were Jailed on charges of 
resisting arrest, 

NOW president Eleanor Smeal opened U;e feminist 
group's tnrcc-day convention on an upbeat note. 

"There is a very liberated feeling here of confidence," 
she said, adding that opinion polls Indicate that most' 
Americans agree with NOW’s philosophy. 

NOW members have learned “we have to rely on 
ourselves" and not on political parties or lawmakers, 
shcsald. 

In addition to abortion, NOW's agenda included 
workshops on women’s riglils in marriage, AIDS and' 
sexuaUiarassment. 

At Uie anti-abortion meeting, television evangelist 
Pat Robertson spoke at a prayer breakfast Friday and 
criticized Wednesday’s ruling by the Supreme Court af- 
firming a woman’s rigid to have an abortion. 

“The Supreme Court indeed has become an unelccled 
oligarchy and indeed they have become despots." he 
said. 

He outlined a seven-point plan for ending abortion 
that included “sound Judicial appointments,” a cutoff of 
all funds that directly or indirectly finance abortions 
and support for a Human Life Amendment to Uie Con- 
stitution, 

Later, Hep. Jack Kemp, R-N.Y.. told Uie Right To Life 
members that America needs more policies that are 
"pro-ehlldren, pro-family and pro-people." 

Kemp urged new lax glides that would end deduc-

sides. While Reagan declined to 
discuss the details, he praised Gor- 
bachev as the first Soviet leader to 
publicly express interest in r^uc- 
tlons. 

The president's remarks were in- 
terpreted In some news accounts as 
meaning that Reagan had not made 
a final decision on whether to abide 
by SALT II, the last major U.S.- 
Soviet arms control accord.

Bounty hunter says that lead cold 

Dallas may be in Gold Rush region 


ANGELS CAMP, Calif. (AP) — The FBI on 
Friday continued Investigating a reported 
sighting of, Idaho escapee- Claude Dallas In 
California’s remote Gold Rush country as 
bounty hunter Ralph ••Papo" nwi^n, con- 
templating jolnlng-thc manhunt, -sold that lead 
wascold. 

“We’re, of course, running down that and all 
other logical leads,’’ said FBI Special Agent 
Mike McCrystlc. "They haven’t washed It out 
yet, but they haven’t confirmed whether or not 
It was Dallas,’’ who was added to the FBI's Ten 
Most Wanted list last month. 

Dallas, 36, a wilderness trapper who cut 
through two clialnlink fences to break out of 
the Idaho Stale Correctional Institution on 
Easter Sunday night, was reported to have 
been driving east on California 4 in Angels 
Camp in Calavaras County last Saturday with 
his presumed traveling companion, Margaret 
Lundy, 36, . t- . e. 

That report from the FBI came two days 
after the bureau confirmed reports that Lundy 
had been seen on Friday ni^t In Newark, 
southeast of San Francisco and some 100 miles 
of Angels Camp. 


"The FBI would have probably, had him on 
Monday if the press hadn't gouim that Infor- 
mation,” said Thorson, 59, who was portrayed 
by the late Steve McQueen In the nwvle, "The 
Hontcr.” 

Thorson, who claims to-have-tracked-down 
12,000 fugitives and missing persons in his 3S- 
year career, said he believes he knows where 
Dallas is, and while declining to be specific, he 
said It is not where the FBI has Indicated It Is 
focusing. 

"I could probably keep him from getting kill- 
ed, and that's what it looks like Is going to 
happen to him," Thorson said from his North 
Hollywood home. "California cops arc running 
around on dead-ready all the time.” 

Since his escape while serving a 30-year 
sentence for the 1381 killings of Fish and Game 
officers Conley Elms.and BUI Pogue, the FBI 
has offered a $10,000 reward and another 
reward fund targeted for $25,000 was set up 
through the Ada County Sheriff’s Department. 

FBI spokram'an Tom Griffin said the report 
of Dallas and Lundy In Angels Camp followed 
publicity over the original disclosure that he 
was in the Bay area. Lundy was reportedly 


driving a silver 1378 Fiat wlUi California license 
plate 1ADX537. 

"We usually get a number of sightings after 
we put out an appeal to the public to be wat- 
chful of a fugitive,” Griffin said. "'Ihe source 
said the man -he- Identlfled-aa-Dollas was a 
look-alike and- that the woman he was driving 
with fit the picture description of Lundy.” ' 

"Many times Investigations like this prove 
frulUess,” he added. "But we’re always hopeful 
that each Investigation can provide further 
leads. We have to follow up on any lead we 
get.” 

Lundy, who lived on the San Francisco Penin- 
sula, disappeared shortly after Dalla.s’ March 
30 escape. 

The owmer ofja Redwood City auto repair and 
sales shop where Lundy had been a regular 
customer said Ishc left behind a broken-down 
car after quickly pegotiating the $300 cash pur- 
chase of the Fiat ori March 29, 

“She said slie was moving and would need 
better Irah^rtatlon and ca.sh," said Uie car 
dealer. "She had been a good customer ... so I 
agreed to sell her a usefl car and to repair and 
sell her old one, then send her the money.”

Physicist likens SDI quest 
to efforts for hydrogen bomb 


BOISE (AP) — The government- 
and Idaho ranchers are gearing up to 
intensify their aerial pesticide cam- 
paign against marauding grasshop- 
pers as this year’s hatch picks up on 
.the open range of southwestern 
Idaho’shigh desert. 

Buffer spraying, already com- 
pleted on about -3,300 acres, was 
scheduled over about 4.600 more 
acres of range adjacent to valuable 
cropland and pastures this weekend 
In Elmore and Owyhee counties, but 
Jerry Covino, who Is assisting In 
spray program coordination, said 
spraying will likely expand eastward 
next week Into the Magic Valley and 
begin covering massive blocks of 
open range 

"Things arc changing.” Covino • 
said Friday. "We have reports of a 
new hatch out on the desert and 
farmers want to hold off to .see how 
that goes." 


"We’ro keeping an eye bn Uiese 
later hatches,” Covino said, adding 
that It was likely spraying would 
also begin In the Sht^one and 
Burley Bureau of Land Management 
districts next week. 

Still, the 1380 spraying campaign 
slands' In stark contrast to last 
summer’s all-out war against tlic 
pests that saw lens of thousands of 
acres sprayed almost dally for near- 
ly two months. Ultimately some 6.5 
million, acres was treated with 
pesticide at a cost of over Si2 
million.

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IDAHO FALLS (AP) - Physicist 
Edward Teller compares his quest to 
gel the United States to recognize 
the need for strategic defense to his 
efforts to push the development of 
the hydrogen bomb 40 years ago. 

Teller, who played a key role In the 
development of the hydrogen bomb 
by the Manhattan I^oject during 
U’orld War If, said the Soviets 
already were working on a fusion 
bomb when the United Stales geared 
up its efforts. 

Tlic situation Is the same today 
with strategic defense weapons, he 
said. 

"The Soviets have worked on 
strategic defense for at least two 
decades,” Teller said. "It’s an 
unstable situation when the Soviets 
have strategic defense and we 
don't.” ■ • 

Teller, 78, was in Idaho Falls to 
participate in a conference on the 
Strategic Defense Initiative and nu- 
clear technology sponsored by the 
Idaho National Engineering Labora- 
tory. The conference ended Thurs- 
day. 

He also was among the earliest 
and strongest supporters of so-called 
"Star Wars” space-based defense 
systems. 

■"From a moral point of view, I 
never liked mutually assured 


'destruction and I obviously prefer 
defense greatly,” he told The Post- 
Register In an interview. 

"From a technical point of view, 
what I knew about Soviet work on 
defense told me that mutually 
assured destruction Is not only ques- 
tionable and displeasing from the 
moral point of view but may simply 
not work, ' ’ Teller sa id. 

"The Soviets may be developing 
means to make our retaliation Im- 
practical," he said. "From any point 
of view, whether you like mutually 
assured destruction or not. you 
should look Into the research on SDI 
because that alone will tell you 
whether mutally assured destruc- 
tion works.” 

But space defense Is not going to 
make the world completely secure, 
said Teller, a former director of the 
Lawrence Livermore Laboratory In 
California. 

"I'd like to have any ^sc of sccu- 
. rity," he said. "Right now I'm not 
very choosy. I don't know who can 
give me more of a sense of security 
than SDI, which is not saying 
much,” 

Teller’s concern over Soviet offen- 
sive buildup and strategic defense 
research prompted him go to Presi- 
dent Reagan in 1982 to convince him 
of the need for tlic U.S. to begin Its 


Moon confident Idaho 
to keep top credit rating 


NEW YORK (AP) - State 
Treasurer Marjorie Ruth Moon 
remains optimistic that Idaho 
will retain a top credit rating 
when It floats some $140 million in- 
tax anticipation notes this sum- 
mer after a 90 -mlnulc meeting 
with ofUcials of Moody’s Rating 
Service. 

“They went quite a bit Into the 
economy of the slate,” Miss 
Moon said Friday after she and 
other stale officials met with the 
analysis In New York.

(David) LIlienthal,” Teller said. “He 
thought wo should only discuss the 
safety of novel reactors, whereas the 
good old graphite reactors had 
worked wiUiout Incident, and wc 
took Issue with Uiat. 

“We effectively predicted the 
Chernobyl accident at that time,” 
he said.

Sandlund said the moratorium 
would have remained in effect until 
Peru started making payments on 
the debt.

County eyes Kellwood plant for jail

TWIN FALLS — The Twin Falls County 
Board of Commissioners hadn't seriously con- 
sldenKJ the former Kellwood plant as a possible 
site for a new county Jail when they were mak- 
Ingplans for a new Jail last year. 

But the commissioners took a look at the 
• empty building on Friday as they begin to gear 
up to again ask the public tof Inoncc a new jail. 

The commissioners previously reported that 
they planned to put a Jail-bond Issue on the 
ballot during the general election. Commls- 
, sloner Marvin Hempleman said the former 
Kellwood building was Just another option the 
commissioners wanted to examine before they 
again approach the public for money to finance 
anewjall. 

The commissioners and Sheriff Jim Munn 
■ loured the 115,000-square-foot building, former- 
ly the site of the Kellwood hosiery plant and 
later the E.F. Johnson company, which 
. manufactured nwblle-telephone components. 

The structure has been empty since last July 
after GemTec Inc., an attempted reorganiza- 


tion by- employees to keep the mobile-phone 
plant operating, closed thedoors. 

The commissioners had not seriously con- 
sidered the building In their plans for a new 
Jail, Commissioner Judy Felton said. 

County officials didn't want to build a new 
jail at a site where they would have had to 
transport inmates to and from the Courthouse. 
They had proposed a SG.2 million jall/law en- 
forcement complex to be built next to the 
Courthouse, but a bond issue to finance the pro- 
ject failed in a March 1985 election. 

After the bond failed, some people had men- 
tioned to the commissioners that they should 
consider the former Kellwood plant, Felton 
said. 

The commissioners' attention started to turn 
to the building In discussions with Design 
Builders, a Calfomla company that already had 
proposed to them a pre-fabrlcated Jail, Felton 
said. After receiving a pamphlet on the 
building from a realtor, representatives of the 
building company drove by it. They later told 
the commissioners that pre-fabrlcated cells 
mi^t be fitted Into the building at a rough 
cost of ^.7 million. Including the $1.7 million 


price tag on the building, Felton said. The pro- 
perty includes 20 acres and 4,800 square-feet of 
office space. 

The California builders will return this week 
for a closer look inside the building, she added. 
They also will complete a plan for a free-stan- 
ding Jail from pre-fabrlcated components. 

When louring the cavernous building Friday, 
Felton admilt^ to Imagining it not only as a 
Jail, but as the sitcof other county offices. 

“It hasposslbilltlcs," she said. 

Ken Ling, the rwldent manager of the 
-bullding-who works for Its owner, the Western 
Union ,^rp., showed county officials around the 
building Friday afternoon. At the end of the 
tour he told the commissioners. “It's a good 
building. It’s a shame to sec It go to waste." 

The present Jail In the Courthouse Is costing 
the county several thousand dollars each 
month to transport inmates because of a 
court-imposed limit on the jail population.

Swap would trade land, coal 


JACKSON, Wyo. (AP) — A conser- 
vation easement swap that could 
lake place next year between 
Laurance Rockefeller and the feder- 
al government would trade land 
worth S4.5 million for coal a Casper 
newspaper estimated to be worth 
$1.8 billion, according to a recent 
estimate, 

’I'he conservation easement would 
run along 902 acres of Rockefeller’s 
1,106-acre J-Y Ranch at Grand Teton 
National Park. An unollicial ap- 
praisal of the land's value was made 
by Jackson appraiser Gene Hoffman 
of Hoffman Associates. 

Hoffman cautioned his estimate is 
ba^d on the assumption that the 
Rockefeller land will be appraised as 
a single piece. If appraised as sever- 
al parcels, tho value ml^t be in- 
crca.sed. 

Rockefeller has proposed trading 
the easement in return for Bureau of 
iKind Management” coal lands In the 
Powder River Basin. Rockefeller will 
be barred from developing the pro- 
[K-Tly, which now has about 30 
buildings and bams on It; except for 
the addition of a house. 

But ownership of the park land 
would remain with Rockefeller and 
public access would still be pro- 
hibited if Uic deal goes through. 

Hoffman said he ba^ his 


estimate on recent appraisals of 
other private property In the park. 
An official appraisal of the 
Rockefeller proposition is expected 
to 1» completed by mid-July, said 
Jay Guerin, public affairs director 
with the BLM’s Cheyenne office. 

However, Hoffman’s Informal ap- 
praisal conflicts with a copyrighted 
article in the Casper Star-Tribune 
that suggested Rockefeller could get 
up to $1.8 billion worth of coal In the 
deal. 

The analysis was based on 300 
mllllon lons of-coal and a price at 
the mine gate of $6 a ton. 

But Guerin said Tuc.sday unmlned 
coal Is worth anywhere from less 
than a penny per Ion, lo 40 cents a 
ton. dependingon location. 


At one cent a ton, 300 million tons 
would be worth $3 million. At 40 
cents, the amount would be valued

*nic assistance, from DSMA's 
Transition Ministries and Mission 
Partners programs, will fall within 
several categories, said the Rev. 
Warren A. Sorteberg, DSMA dlroc- 
toPof urban and ethnic ministries. 

It would provide temporary 
flnoncal aid, funding tor a specific 

f irogram, asslancc (or ministry ad- 
ustment such as merger, realign- 
ment with another parish, or 
ecumenical ministry, or long-term 
financial aid, according to an ALC 
news release. 


Bishops or other representatives 
from 11 ALC districts met here with 
several DSMA servicc/mlssion 
directors and national staff to con- 
sider the church's further response 
to the rural crisis, They agreed it Is 
far from over, and congregations 
need to work together to deal with 
it. 

In addition to the DSMA money, 
the Development Assistance Pro- 
gram. operated through the Office of 
Church in Soclcly. considers funding 
for community-based projects. More 
than SIOO.OOO in grants have been 
awarded this year, with another 
$50,000 available if there are projects 
that qualify. 

The ALC Cliurch Council has ap- 
proved using another $125,000 In 
hunger funds during 1907 for a rural 
community economic development 


demonstration project that would be 
arranged through I>SMA. 

Despite the rural crisis. ALC bish- 
ops reported that contributions to 
the church from congregations have 
increased over last year. 

“I'm convinced this Is primarily a 
spiritual problem.” Bishop L David 
Drown of Iowa said. "All kinds of 
people arc reordering their 
priorities, People who have gone 
through bankruptcy have deepened 
spiritually. Maybe God Is giving us a 
gift In adifferent woy.” 

Some participants In the consulta- 
tion urged caution about assuming 
that financial grants are needed. 
They suggested that congregations 
should be encouraged to use their 
own creative resources In ap- 
proaclung problems In their com- 
munities.

Clarinet virtuoso Goodman dies at 77 


new YORK (AP) — Benny Goodman, the 
"King of Swing" of the big-band era who went on 
to become a virtuoso of classical clarinet.' died 
Friday In his Manhattan npartmoit. He was 77. 

police- Sgt. Raymond Scvcrln said Goodman 
had been l^ng a nap on a guest room couch and 
apparently died in his sleep of cardiac arregt. He 
v,^ found by Anna Lekander, who had worked as 
his hou-sekeeper for seven years. 

An ambulance rushed to the Upper Elast Side 
apartment, but Goodman was pronounced dead 
at die scene and the body was being taken to a 
funeral home in Stamford, Conn., Scvcrln said. 

Uoyd Rauch, Goodman’s personal assistant, 
.■uild he had appeared to be In good health In the 
morning. 

•'Even men who performed In his marvelous 
orchestra for a good many years have said that 
they never really got to know him personally," 
said Steve Allen, who portrayed the musician In 
"Tlie Benny Goodman Story," 

"But we will all miss him nevertheless simply 
because he was the world's greatest artist on the 
jazz clarinet and his orchestra was one of the 
greatofalltlmc,"Allcnsa!d.,, 

"I can’t believe It. He was playing so great," 
said Richard Stollzman, the classical darlnet 
virtuoso, "It seemed like to me he was on hls 
seventh wind.” 

"He gave so much," said vlbraphonlsl Lionel 
Hampton. "He was the first one to integrate and 
put black and white together In his quartet and 
his organization ... It meant so much for him to 
have us play together," 

Goodman, who had a pacemaker implanted in 
19&4, had been honored at this year's Grammy 
awards show In February with a lifetime 
achievement award — the most recent in, a long 
career of firsts, superlatives and honors. 

Of all the big bands, none was bigger than 
Goodman’s in the 1930s, when Jazz became swing 
and a generation danced to Its beat. During that 
decade, his orchestra became the first jazz band 
lo play New 'York's Carnegie Hall, 

The tall, applcKdiccked bandleader with the 
hom-rlmmed glasses expected perfection from 
himself, and demanded excellence from his musi- 
cians. 

"If you're interested in music, you can’t slop 
around," he once said. 

Goodman was bom In Chicago on May 30, 1909, 
the elf^tli of 11 children of . a poor Immigrant

tailor. He first picked up a clarinet at the age of 
10, when a local synago^c began lending musical 
Instruments and giving lessons lo. children for 
about 25 cents a week. 

He began earning a living with his horn while 
still In snort pants, and his schooling ended after 
a after a year of high school. At 16. Goodman was 
playing In Ben Pollack’s successful band: at 20, 
he left Pollack tor New York and a free-lance 
career. 

One of his jobs was In the occhestra of Broad- 
way’s "Girl Crazy" In 1930. Audiences were put- 
ting up their money to sec Ethel Merman In her 
sensational debut, while in the pit, Red Nichols 
led a band of unknowns Including Goodman. 
Glenn Miller, Jimmy Dorsey. Jack Teagarden 
and GcncKrupa. 

In 1934, helped by John Henry Hammond Jr., a 
critic and promoter. Goodman pul together his 
first band and opened In Billy Rose’s Music Hall. • 

That led to a Saturday night coast-to-coast 
radio ^ow, “Let’s Dance." The program reached 
2 million people each week, but since Goodman's 
band was In the mldnlf^l slot, most of his 
listeners were on the West Coast, 

Wen Goodman look the band on tour that 


winter, audiences on the way wc^ were not 
prepatied for its brand of loud, fast dance music. 
The band was on the point of breaking up in 
failure when It arrlvt^ ' in Los Angeles and 
created ascnsatlon at the Palomor Ballroom. 

From there, Goodman became a national 
phciM>menon. 

His theme was "Let's Donee" and his closing 
theme was "Goodbye." Goodman would take ex- 
tensive solos on “After You’re Gone” and "Sweet 
Georgia Brown" ; his bands were also known best 
for their renditions of "Stompin' at the Savoy." 
"Don’t Be That Way,” "One O’clock Jump" and 
"Sing. Sing. Sing." 

In HM9, os the big band era was ending. Good- 
man was 40 and an acknowledged master of his 
Instrument. Then he decided he had to relearn 
the clarinet almost from scratch. 

Taking lessons under a leading classical player, 
he changed his Up technique lo conform to 
clo^it^ practice. For new flngcringrCoodman 
grew a new set of calluses after having the old 
ones shaved oil by a surgeon. 

Most of his; performing after that was with 
small jazz comto or as a classical sololst.Hc was 
'proud of hlS" recordings- of Debussy's "Flrsl 
I^apsody for the Garincl” ond Bartok’s "Con- 
trasts. for Violin, Garinct and Piano." 

When he could, however, Goodman put 
together a band for a special event, such os a big 
engagement' at Disneyland In 19CI, or as. a 
musical amba^dor for America. 

In 1962. Gorman became the first to take a 
jazz band to the Soviet Union, a few years after a 
solo tour by pianist Carl “Fatha" Hines. "Dc- 
cadcnl" jazz had been strictly taboo, but ihc 
first-night audience In Moscow included Premier 
NIkUa Khrushchev, who set the tone by being 
recqjllve if not apprcdaiive. Restraint con- 
tinued for six weeks, and then. In Leningrad, a 
crpwd of 5.009 young people streamed down ihc 
aisles and surrounded (he bandstand. 

in lofcr years. Goodman decried what he called 
a decline of elegance, and scorned many musical 
trends. When be-bop moved Into the Jazz 
vanguard In the decade alter World War II, 
Goodman said It "set back music for years." 
R6ck music was "amplified Junk." 

Goodman married Alice ffammond Duckvtorth 
in 1W2. She died In 1978.

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Soviets 
propose 
projects 
in space 

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 
Union proposed Friday creating a 
world space organization under U.N. 
outlets and offered to launch 
foreign satellites with Soviet ro^cts 
as part of an International qace 
cooperation project. 

The offer, reported Friday by the 
official news agency Tass, came In a 
letter by Premier-Nikolal -Ryzhkov 
to U.N. Secretary*(;cneral Javier 
Perez do Cuellar. In the letter, the 
Soviets again offered a "Star Peace” 
program to counter Star Wars, as 
the U.S. Strategic Defense Initiative 
is commonly known. 

The term Star Peace was a Soviet 
media creation in response to Star 
Wars — the U.S. research program 
for a spacc-based missile defense 
system — and has been used as a 
theme for children in drawing pos- 
ters Or composing songs and poems 
against Star Wars. 

Tlie new program, as , seen by 
Moscow, would pool the resources of 
develop^ nations for joint space ex- 
ploration projects and advancement 
of space technology In communica- 
tions, navigation, medicine and 
other sciences. 

A Soviet plan for an InlematlonaJ 
program exploring peaceful uses of 
space was presented last year In a 
U.N, resolution. 

Moscow’s offer Friday to help 
other nations launch satellites may 
kindle some Interest following 
rocket booster failures this year in 
the U.S. space program and in the 
European Space Agency’s Arlane 
project. 

Ttie Russlari proposal for a world - 
space org^lzation, however, ap- 
pears to Ue conditioned on agree- 
ments beforehand to ban space 
weapons and halt all nuclear tests — 
two Soviet arms control proposals 
that have not met with U.S. ap- 
proval. 

Ryzhkov restated Soviet appeals 

for renunciation of space weapons by 

both superpowers and a halt to all- 
nuclear explosions. 

Ryzhkov proposed a three-stage 
Star Peace effort which calls for an 
International conference by the year 
1990 to create the world space 
organization and to set Its agenda. 

The premier sold the final stage of 
the proposed program would be 
readied by the year 2000, with “ma- 
jor projects on joint. constructlon-of- 
spacccraft, Including orbital sta- 
tions and platforms for scientific 
and commercial undertakings, In- 
terplanetary manned spaceships for 
practical exploration and use of the 
moon even In the first decades of the 
21st century, which could be also us- 
ed as a base for flights to other 
planets." 

Italians seek 
pals of Nidal 

ROME (AP) — Two Syrian citi- 
zens who belong to the Abu Nidal 
Palestinian terrorist group were 
among the 14 people for whom arrest 
warrants were Issued In the Rome 
airport attack, Italian newspapers 
reported Friday. 

The warrants, which were issued 
May 27. stopped short of suggesting 
any direct link between Syria and 
the Dec. 27 raid, In which IG people 
were killed and scores injured, -the 
newspapers said.

The alay increase in the overall 
indoc followed declines of 0.6 percent 
In ^>rll. 1.1 percent in March, 1.6 
percent tn February and 0.7 pera u t 
b January. It was the first rise since 
a 0.5 perc^ climb last DecotfiKT. 

The montly flgures are adjusted 
by the government to remove the ef- 
fect of seasonal factors. 

In a separate economic report, the 
Federal Reserve Board said that 
U.S. industrial procbction plunged 
0.6 percent in Slay, uic third large 
decline In four months. The rqwrt 
reflected the continuing bard times 
besetting the nation's manufactur- 
ing sector.

“The May rebound in pric« cct- 
toiflly was to be expected after four 
months of (he biggek producer price 
declines in our history,” said AIIoi 
Sinai, chief economist for Shearson 
Lehman Bros. "It was a rel atively 
small rebound given the huge defla- 
tion that we've had for the last four 
months." 

So far in 1386. producer prices have 
been declining at a seasonally ad- 
justed annnual rate of 7.6 pcreail — 
the best price performance over a 
five-month period since the depart- 
ment began keeping the index in 
IW. >5. 

The rise in wtwlcsalc prices left 
the Producer Price Index at 289.0. 
The index is based on what a repre- 
sentative sample of goods at the 
wholesale level costs now, compared 
to what the same goods cost in 1967. 

Thus, products that cost 610 in 
1967 cost S23-90 last month — or 52 
cents less than the same items had 
cost in .May 1983. 

The gasoline price rise of 8.6 per- 
cent followed sharp declines of 10.4 
percent and 21.9 percent in the two 
precceding months. Natural gas 
prices also wtre up in May. by 1.6 
percent. 

But heating oil prices 'were still

The 1.1 percent food price rise was 
due largely to a 5.4 percent surge in 
beef and veal prices, an 11 .

‘in retrospect, the dramatic fall 
in prices emerges os a onc-Ume-oily 
dc\'clopmcnt caused by the collapse 
of the OPEC cartel and the decline 
inenergy costs.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market rose sharply Friday, bring- 
ing an upbeat finish to a week that 
bi^an with a record-siting decline. 

. Analysts attributed the revivil of 
traders' enthusiasm to falling inter- 
est rates in the credit markets. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrials climbed X.06 to 1,874.19, 
for Its biggest point gain since it 
rose 38.32 on April 16 and its eighth 
largest e\‘cr. That left the average 
with an II. 71 -point loss for the week. 

Volume" cm the New York Stock 
Exchange reached 141.20 million 
shares, against 109,06 million in- the 
previous session. 

As trading began, investors were 
confronted with new evidence that 
the ccemomy remained sluggish. 

The Federal Reserve reported a 
largcr-lhan-ocpectcd 0.6 percent 
dre^ in industrial production for 
May. That news came a day after 
the Commerce Department said 
retail sales declined 0.1 percent last 
month. 

Recent data like those have 
dampened stock traders’ hopes for 
any early pickup in the. growth of 


business activity at>d corporate pro- 
fits. Such concerns were cited when 
’the Dow lost 45.75 points Monday. 

But on Friday the figures were ir>- 
terpretod as increasing the 
likelihood that the Federal Reserve 
will deem It necessary to relax its 
credit policy further. 

In the credit markets, yields on 
short-term Treasury bills fell about 
20 basis points, or hundredths of a 
percentage point. Prices of long- 
term government bonds, which 
miovc inversely with interest rates, 
rose about S2D for every 51,000 in face 
value. 

The government also reported 
that the producer price index rose 
0.6 percent in May. IIowe\'cr, an in- 
crease in that me:isure of infla- 
tionary pressures had been expected 
since oil prices had stepped declin- 
ing.

South complained biUcrIy about 
losing his slam because of bad luck. 
Had the slam not been played In a 
team contest, he might never have 
discovered where he erred in the 
play. 

Our "unlucky" South won his 
spade king and drew trumps confi- 
dently. Next, he cashed his king and 
ace of diamonds, Elast's di^ard 
bringing a long frown. Too late now, 
he tried ui recover. Dummy’s spade 
_ace was cashed, a spade was ruffed 
a'n’d'SoutH 'playe'd'lhc'ace' and lO'of 
clubs, hoping to end-play East. West 
hopped up alertly with his king to 
Itad a third diamond, and South had 
to pay off with down one. 

How did South make the slam In 
the replay? He won his spade king, 
drew trumps and cashed only the di- 
amond king. Next, he eliminated 
spades by cashing dummy's spade 
ace and ruffing a spade. It was now 
lime for the ace and 10 of clubs and 
no matter which opponent won the 
trick, the defense was stuck. 

If Elast won this trick, he would 
have to surrender a ruff and dis- 
card. If West won the trick, he 
would suffer the same fate unless he 
led diamonds. And if he led dia- 
monds, dummy would duck and 
South would pick up the suit.
